I know the im- 
pression on a great many minds 
is, that just as soon as a man 
dies he goes before the judgment 
seat of Christ. That is the im- 
pression on most minds, but it is 
not true. Among all the millions 
that have gone down to the grave, 
not one person has appeared be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ 
yet; and not one person will ap- 
pear before the judgment seat of 
Christ until the age ends—until 
the closing up of the world’s 
history. I know thoughts will be- 
gin to revolve in your minds, and 
I can anticipate the ‘principal one, 
and that I will answer in a very 
few minutes.

“Jesus stooped down, and with his finger wrote on the

A man’s character, they 
handwriting. What he writes, 


tell us, may be known by his 
and how he writes it, reveals 


what a man is. Whether this be true or no, I know not: one 
thing I know, the handwriting of God reveals the character 
of God. There are three occasions in Scripture when God 
wrote. The Bible records three specimans of the divine chiro- 
graphy. God wrote on stone, on plaster and on sand. See how 
these writings reveal the character of God, how they set forth 


His attributes of holiness and 


justice. And best of all, watch 


how they manifest His gracious desire to save penitent 


sinners. 


I. God’s Handwriting On Stone 

“And he gave unto Moses, when 
he had made an end of commun- 
ing with him upon mount Sinai, 
two tables of testimony, tables of 
stone, written with the finger of 
God.” Exod. 31:18. 

These two tables contained the 
Ten Commandments. The Scrip- 
ture is explicit in saying they 
- were written by God’s own hand. 
“And the tables were the work 
of God, and the writing was the 
writing of God, graven upon the 
tables.”’ (Exod. 32:16). 


1. A Revelation of God’s Holiness 


Mark first that this writing was 
a revelation of God’s holiness. The 
absolute righteousness required by 
the ten Commandments was a re- 


flection of the righteous charac- 
ter of God. The law contained in 
those commandments demanded a 
perfect holiness, both Godward 
and manward, in harmony with 
the perfect holiness of the God 
who gave the writing. 

True, the Law could not save 
men; it could not pronounce any- 
one righteous; but, in itself, it was 
as perfect as the God who gave 
it. It was weak only because of 
man’s sin, It was a standard to 
which no man could attain. Clear- 
ly a perfectly holy God could ap- 
prove nothing less than.a perfect 
holiness in man, It was a holy 
God saying, “Be ye holy for I am 
holy.” 


God is not like some men who

is finished. If, for just a minute, 
I could part the curtains and 
show you Jesus you would be sat- 
isfied. When He went up eighteen 
hundred years ago, suppose Abra- 
ham and Moses and David and 
Samuel and the long line of saints 
met Him at the gates of pearl and 
said, “Crown Him!

“No,” said the Saviour, “no time 
for crowning; let me get between 
the offended and the offender.” 
And pressing His way through the 
white-robed throng, I believe He 
put one hand, as it were, upon 
the hilt of the sword of the in- 
flexible justice, holding it in its 
scabbard, and extended the other 
to this world: “Wait! justice, wait!

That is the idea of a mediator;

I believe if one of the 
angels should undertake to occupy 
that place he would be consumed 
at once; it is only the God-man 
that can fill the place. And there

The Editors Answer 
“Dear Brother: 


“You have certainly been just- 
ified in trusting in the divine in- 
spiration and accuracy of the 
Word of God. And the verses which 
have troubled you in I Corinthians 
7 do not mean that Paul some- 
times wrote without inspiration, in 
these epistles. I think I can show 
you clearly that verses 10 and 25 
do not at all mean that Paul is 
here relying upon his own judg- 
ment, instead of divine inspiration. 

“While we are at it, let us con- 
sider five verses often misunder- 
stood in that chapter. 

“Verse 6 says, “But I speak 
this by permission and not of 
commandment.” Some think that 
God only permitted Paul to give 
the preceding command, but that

Are Paul’s Epistles Inspired?

Paul was not commanded to write 
it. However, that is not the point 
at all. Paul is saying that it is 
permitted a husband and wife to 
consent to be apart for a. little 
time to give themselves to fast- 
ing and prayer, but that they are 
not commanded to thus be apart 
from each other, since the wife 
does not have the authority over 
her own body, but the husband, 
and the husband does not have the 
authority over his body but the 
wife. 

“Verse 10 says, “And unto the 
married I command, yet not I, 
but the Lord, Let not the wife 
depart from her husband.” 

“Here Paul simply says that he 
is not giving a new commandment 
but is simply repeating a com- 
mandment given by the Lord 
Jesus Himself, in the gospels. 
Paul clearly refers to such com- 
mands of Jesus as given in Mat- 
thew 5:31, 32; 19:3-11; Mark 10: 
2-12. So Paul says, this is not sim- 
ply my command, but the com- 
mand of the Lord Jesus. 

Verse 12 says, “But to the rest 
speak I, not the Lord....” Re- 
member that the word Lord, in 
Paul’s writings, refers always to 
the Lord Jesus, not to the Holy 
Spirit who inspires the Bible. So 
here Paul says that the Lord 
Jesus, in the gospels, gave no ex- 
press command about a Christian 
living with an unsaved husband 
or wife, but that Paul, by divine 
inspiration gives a command 
where Christ had not left a re- 
corded command, when He was 
here on earth. In. verses 10 and 
12, remember that the term “the 

rd” refers to Jesus Christ Him- 
self, does not refer to the Holy 
Spirit. , 

“Verse 25 says, “Now con- 
cerning virgins I have no com- 
mandment of the Lord: yet I give 
my judgment, as one that hath 
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obtained mercy of the Lord to be 
faithful.”” Paul did not find in any 
of the gospels any recorded say- 
ings of Jesus and no such sayings 
have been recorded anywhere else, 
that dealt with the matter of 
whether or not it were better for 
a virgin girl to marry, or to re- 
main unmarried. So Paul speaks 
by new and independent revelation 
from God, that which was not 
mentioned in the recorded sayings 
of the Lord Jesus Christ. The 
term “my judgment” did not mean 
Paul’s human judgment in the 
sense in which we usually use the 
word. Rather it is the Greek word 
gname which is sentence, or mind 
or will or purpose. Paul’s sentence, 
Paul’s legal sentence, Paul’s offic- 
ial orders in the matter are what 
are recorded here, and they were 
given by inspiration. The word 
faithful in verse 25 does not mean 
simply “believing” but it means 
steady, reliable, sound. Paul had 
obtained mercy of the Lord so 
that he could write a faithful and 
correct command. 

“Verse 40 says, “But she is 
happier if she so abide, after my 
judgment: and I think also that I 
have the Spirit of God.” Again, 
the word judgment here means 
sentence, legal decree. With the 
divine authority, Paul gives his 
sentence, his decision on this mat- 
ter. 

“You see, these verses do not at 
all bring into question the divine 
inspiration of Paul’s writings. That 
divine inspiration is clearly af- 
firmed elsewhere. For example, II 
Peter 3:15, 16, tells us plainly that 
Paul’s writings were reliable just 
as were “also the scriptures.”

Mount with. the tables in his 
hands, he saw the people dancing 
around a golden calf. In anger he 
threw the Holy Tables on the 
ground and broke them in pieces. 
One would have thought that a 
godly man like Moses would have 
revered and preserved those God- 
‘written tables, but in his anger 
at the sin of the people, and under 
'stress of temptation, he irrever- 
-ently crashed them to the ground. 
| Here We have a symbolic and 
Kprophetic demonstration of the 
reception God’s law will have at 
the hands of man, Even Moses, 
the best man in the nation, broke 
the Law. So has man done down 
through the centuries, both with 
the written and the Living Word. 
Men will not be bound by God’s 
commands, They say, “Let us 
break their bands asunder, and 
cast away their cords from us.’ 
(Ps. 2:3). They do this by denying 
the inspiration of the Bible; they 
call God’s law dogma; they cry 
for personal liberty; they repu- 
diate the fact of coming judgment. 
It is Moses breaking the tables, 
casting the Law away. 


$3. Offers Proof of God’s 
Unchangeableness 


But the writing also offers proof 
of God’s unchangeableness. No 
sooner were the tables broken 
than God commanded Moses to 
hew two more tables of stone. The 
|'Law was then rewritten. Despite 
‘man’s disregard of God’s Word, 
'that Word nevertheless stands. 


| When shall men learn that they 


cannot do away with the Word 
of God by rejecting it? God’s 
Word, like Himself, is not only 


perfect, it is everlasting. The writ- 
ten Word, like the Incarnate Word, 
is indestructible. Men may cruci- 
fy and, as they think, bury the 
Bible, as they killed and buried 
the Living Word; but they can- 
not destroy it. It will rise from 
the dead, as Christ did, to become 
their judge. For the crowning 
irony of human life is that unbe- 
lieving men will be judged by the 
very Book they despised and ma- 
ligned. “He that rejecteth me, and 
receiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that 


This same book II Peter (1:19-21) 
tells us that all Scripture is in- 
spired. Second Timothy 3:16 clear- 
ly affirms the inspiration of all 
Scripture and Paul certainly in- 
cluded his own epistles along with 
other Scriptures, as inspired.

II. God’s Handwriting on the Wall

is familiar to us all. The great 
banquet hall, decorated with rich 
oriental tapestry, has been seated 
for a thousand guests. The air is 
vibrant with the strains of volup- 
tuous music. Wine has flowed free- 
ly all evening, until now the half- 
drunken king and his guests are 
ready for some act of daring. 
Then it is that the demon of sac- 
rilege enters the heart of Bel- 
shazzar, He whispers a secret com- 


mand to his steward. Instantly the | 


guests are agog with excitement 
to see what will happen. Then a 
procession of servants files in, 
bearing in their hands the sacred 
vessels taken from the temple of 
God in Jerusalem, The king com- 
mands them to be filled with wine 
and passed from mouth to mouth, 
While he and his drunken guests 
laugh at this daring irreverence. 

Suddenly, a hush as of death 
falls on the sacreligious throng. 
All eyes follow the gaze of the 


king. His face is white with ter- 
ror as his eyes are fixed upon the 
wall, There, a man’s hand, with- 
out an arm, is writing in strange 
characters an unknown message. 
“In the same hour came forth

wall.” In haste, the king sends 
for his wise men to interpret the 
words on the wall, but in vain. To 
them it is an unknown tongue. 
Then Daniel appears at the door 
of the disordered banqueting hall.

Daniel knows his heavenly Fath- 
er’s handwriting. He interprets 
the writing of God. “MENE; God 
hath numbered thy kingdom and 
finished it, TEKEL; Thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art 
found wanting. PERES; Thy king- 
dom is divided, and given to the 
Medes and Persians” (Dan, 5:25- 
28). 


The weighing was soon over, No 
sooner was the verdict announced 
than the sentence was carried out. 
“In that night was Belshazzar the 
king of the Chaldeans slain.”

For the fundamental 
fact of history is man’s inability 
to create a just civilization be- 
cause of his sin, Speaking of our 
godless modern civilization that 
has laid half the world in ruins, 
Pastor Antomarchi of France said 
recently, “Once, again the terrible 
sentence is being passed upon it 
which the hand of the Eternal 
wrote on the walls of a debauched 
banquet hall: Numbered! Weigh- 
ed! Found Wanting!” 


2. A Message Written 
by a Man’s Hand 

Notice, also, this writing was 
written by a man’s hand. “In the 
same hour came forth fingers of 
a man’s hand.” Why a man? Why 
not an angel? Because “Unto the 
angels hath he not put in subjec- 
tion the world to come, whereof 
We speak” (Heb. 2:5). The man 
is the Man of Calvary, and the 
hand is the hand that was nailed 
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to the cross, God “hath appointed 
a day, in the which he will judge 
the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; 
whereof he hath given assurance 
unto all men, in that he hath 
raised him from the dead” (Acts 
17:31). The hand that wrote Bel- 
shazzar’s doom was the hand of 
the Son of Man. And the hand 
that will write the eternal death 
warrant of every unbeliever 
is the hand that was nailed to 
the cross for their sins. Think of 
it!—Appointed unto wrath by the 
very one who could have saved 
them: banished from God and 
Heaven and hope by the hand 
that is now stretched out to them 
in entreaty. The Saviour becomes 
Judge. Those five terrible wounds 
in His hands and feet and side, 
that now can save, will one day 
condemn those who spurn His 
love, those whose sin nailed Him 
to the cross.

“And the scribes and Pharisees 
brought unto him a woman taken 
in adultery; and when they had 
set her in the midst, They say 
unto him, Master, this woman was 
taken in adultery, in the very act. 
Now Moses in the law commanded 
us, that such should be stoned: 
but what sayest thou? This they 
said, tempting him, that they 
might have to accuse him, But 
Jesus stooped down, and with his 
finger wrote on the ground, as 
though he heard them not. So 
when they continued asking him, 
he lifted wp himself, and said unto 
them, He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a 
stone at her. And again he stoop- 
ed down, and wrote on the ground. 
And: they which heard it, being 
convicted by their own conscience, 
went out one by one, beginning 
at the eldest, even unto the last: 
and Jesus was left alone, and the 
woman standing in the midst. 
When Jesus had lifted wp himself,

Here We have the dramatic 
story of the woman taken in sin. 
Her guilt was manifest; she pre- 
sents no denial, no defence.

It was a cun- 
ning trap, devilishly devised and 
baited with a living, quivering, hu- 
man victim... 

And Jesus answered nothing— 
not a word. Instead, He wrote 
something. He wrote it on the 
sand at their feet in plain legible . 
characters, so that all of them - 
could see it. Then, and not until 
then, did He speak, And what He 
said, fell like the bursting of a 
bomb in their midst; ‘Let him that 
is Without sin among you, let him 
first cast a stone at her.’ ; 

Note, in passing, that Christ did 
not deny that the woman deserved 
death. He nowhere said_ that 
Moses was wrong. She should be 
stoned. That was the Law of a 
holy God, and it was a good law. 
He honored it. He upheld it. He 
virtually said, “Yes, Moses was 
right, she should be stoned.” 

But He said more than that. He 
commanded the stoning to be done . 
by a sinless man! They looked at 
Him and then at the writing on

The Correction and Discipline of 
Children 


By Evangelist John R. Rice 
(Eighth in a series of radio messages on the Home.) 


“He that spareth his rod hateth his son: but he that 
loveth him chasteneth him betimes.’’—Prov._13 :24 


“Well, I love my son too much to whip him,’ or’, “I love 
my daughter too much to whip her,” you say. 


No you don’t..If you loved your 
son, you would chasten him when- 
ever necessary. You would try to 
keep him from landing in the 
penitentiary. You would not want 
him to be a rebel against God, un- 
converted, die and go to Hell; so 
you would whip him. No, no! You 
don’t love your son as you ought 
or you would make him mind. 
“He that spareth his rod hateth 
his son: but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes,” 

You who say you love your baby, 
love your boy, love your girl too 
much to whip them, the trouble 
is that you love yourself, love your 
own ease, are not willing to be 
inconvenienced. You are not wil- 
ling to suffer a little in order to 
do right and make them do right. 
No man can be a good father, no 
woman can be a good mother who 
is not willing to suffer some in 
order to make your boy or your 
girl be right and do right. “He 
that spareth his rod hateth his 
son; but he that loveth him 
chasteneth him betimes.” 

This Bible is always up to date. 
The Word of God is never out 
of order. It is never inadequate. 
The Bible fits every age, every 
problem. In this matter of the 
home, the Bible tells us’ very 
clearly in Ephesians 6:4: “Ye 
fathers, provoke not your child- 
ren to wrath: but bring them up 


‘in the nurture and admonition of 


the Lord.” I had thought the 
word “admonition” here meant 
good advice, but when I checked, 
I found that in the translation it 
came from the Greek word which 
means chastising, In fact, it is 
the same Greek word used by 
Pilate when he said about Jesus, 
“T will therefore chastise him, and 
release him” (Luke 23:16). It is 
the same Greek word used in 
Hebrews 12:8, “‘but if ye be with- 
out chastisement, whereof all are 
partakers, then are ye bastards, 
and not sons.” So the word “ad- 
monition” in Ephesians 6:4 means 
chasteninge—‘“‘Fathers .. . bring 
them up in the nurture and chas- 
tening of the Lord. God wants 
parents to take this responsibility. 


“Chasten thy son while there is 
hope, and let not thy soul: spare 
for his crying.”—Prov. 19:18 
“Chasten thy son while there 
is hope.” Whip your children while 
there is still time. That means if 
you begin in time you can rear 
your children for the Lord, can 
teach them to obey, can teach 
them to trust in the Saviour. Any- 
body who begins in time can have 
godly, obedient children, children 
whom you can lead to Jesus while 
they are still young. But you can’t 
do it if you wait too long. Any- 
body who begins in time can rear 
his children for God and win them 
to Christ. So the Bible gives this 
plain warning, “‘Chasten thy son 
while there is hope, and let not 

thy soul spare for his crying.” 
Some of you quit too quick when 
you whip your children, “Let not 
thy soul spare for his crying.” I 
know lots of people who do not 
have any convictions, do not have 
any principles, do not have any 


‘manhood and backbone on _ this 


question. If they get angry with 
the child, they give him a spat or 
two, then they have to buy him 
three ice cream cones and take 
him for a ride, and take him to 
see Grandma before he will quit 
crying. You ought to be ashamed 
of yourself. You do not have the 
convictions and the manhood to 
run a pop corn stand, much less 
to raise children for God. You do 
not have the convictions it would 
take to train a bird dog. You do 
not have the convictions and man- 
hood and character it would take 
to train a cow pony, and you 
have immortal souls put in your 
care— your children—and you 
don’t whip them and make them 
mind. The Bible says, “Chasten 
thy son while there is hope, and 
let not thy soul spare for his 
crying.” 

How soon should you whip a 
child? I don’t know. A friend of 


mine down in Texas, Rev. B. B. 
Crimm, an old cowboy evangelist, 
said, “I don’t think one ought to 
whip girl babies as soon as boy 
babies. Girl babies are different. 
I don’t think you ought to whip 
girl babies until they are three 
weeks old; but you can begin on a 
boy baby as soon as he is born!” 

Now, I don’t know whether that 
is exactly right or not; but if you 
don’t make that baby mind by the 
time he is a year old, if he doesn’t 
stop crying when you tell him to, 
if he doesn’t take his hands off 
things when he is told, you are 
going to have trouble. and heart- 
break, and you have earned it. The 
Bible says, ‘“Chasten thy son 
while there is hope.’ As soon as 
he knows what you mean when 
you tell him something, make him 
mind. As soon as he understands 
right. from wrong, then you stay 
there and make him obey. If you 
will do that, you will have joy and 
have reward, and your children 
Willlater rise up and call you 
blessed. Oh, how glad you will be 
later on that you began in time 
and had his will conquered for God 
and for righteousness and obed- 
lence and law.

I shall never forget the first time 
I whipped one of my girls enough 
to make marks on her little body. 
Oh, she was stubborn! She cried 
and screamed and insisted on her 
own way. I did all that I could. 
I paddled her a little bit but that 
didn’t bring results. Finally I 
waded in deliberately, earnestly, 
and determinedly. I got results. I 
made her hush and do what she 
was told. The next day when I 
found on her little body, on the 
place the Lord appointed and pre- 
pared for whipping little girls, the 
marks of my fingers, I wept to 
myself and thought, “O God, I 
don’t claim to be smart; I don’t 
claim that I know much; I am 
just a Christian who believes the 
Bible, and I am doing what you 
tell me to do.’”’ When I whipped 
our baby, I nearly had to whip 
her mother, too; but there is just 
one way to be sure about things, 
and that is to follow the Bible. 
Here the Bible says, “The blue- 
ness of a wound cleanseth away 
evil: so do stripes the inward 
parts of the belly.” 

There are some things that will 
never be fixed in character unless 
they are fixed by chastising. There 
are some things that will never be

the ground, And as they took in 
the meaning of the words He had 
written, He stooped down and 
wrote a second message. As they 
read the twofold message, both 
accusers and accused, the congre- 
gation began to melt away, leav- 
ing Jesus with an audience of one 
—the woman herself. She is root- 
ed to the spot by what He wrote. 
The sermon orthe sand holds her 
spellbound. Question — What did 
Jesus write, and how was that 
writing received? 


1. What Did Jesus Write? 

This is the only recorded in- 
stance when Christ wrote. He 
never wrote a book, He never 
penned a letter, but He did write 
a message on sand. The writing 
was soon obliterated by the feet 
of men, but in the brief moment 
of its existence, it had eternal 
value, as I believe. 

Whatever Jesus wrote must 
have been from the Scriptures, for 
the scribes and Pharisees offered 
no argument against what He 
had written. They stayed not to 
debate its truth or dispute its au- 
thority. Whatever He wrote had 
the authority of Scripture behind 
it. He wrote a “thus saith the 
Lord.” 

Moreover, it was something in 
the Scriptures that produced con-

viction of sin. That is obvious, for 
every single one of them was con- 
victed by his own conscience 
through the words Christ had 
written. 

And further, the message must 
have been inescapable as to its 
meaning, universal in its scope, 
and, withal, personal in its appli- 
cation, since not a single one of 
them failed to see that there was 
not a sinless man among them. 

I have gone carefully through 
the Scriptures looking for this 


jlost sermon, and I think I have 


found it, I believe the first mes- 
sage Jesus wrote was this: 

“The Lord looked down from 
heaven upon the children of men, 
to see if there were any that did 
understand, and seek God. They 
are all gone aside, they are all 
together become filthy: there is 
none that doeth good, no, not one.” 
Psa. 14:2-3. 


There it is—plain and inescap- 
able in its meaning, universal in 
the scope of its condemnation, and 
personal, searchingly personal, in 
its application to them all, A sin- 
less man? Jehovah, through David, 
had said, “There is... not one,” 


So they went out “one by one,” 
as the words “no, not one” laid 
hold upon their conscience, “All 
together become filthy’; not the 


woman only but all of them to- 
gether, accusers and accused alike, 
smeared with the filth of sin; and 
the older they were, the filthier 
they had become, so they went out 
in that order. And when Christ 
looked up, they were all gone 
away; the courtroom was deserted, 
leaving the judge and the p#isoner 
alone. 

But Jesus wrote twice, not once. 
His sermon on sand was in two 
parts. The first brought condem- 
nation and sent the hypocrites 
away, Yet the woman did not fol- 
low them although condemned al- 
so by what was written. She, too, 
need I say it, felt justly condemn- 
ed. She neither denied nor defend- 
ed her guilt. Yet she did not go 
away, for written on the ground 
before her, from the Book of God, 
was a second message that held 
her rooted to the spot. She gazed 
at it fascinated, held in its grip, 
as she pondered ‘its wondrous 
meaning, It also was a personal 
message, personal even to calling 
her by her very name—a scarlet 
woman! It was a message, how- 
ever, not of judgment but of 
grace, of marvelous lovingkind- 
ness. It was a message, from

a holy God to such as she, that

unbelievable. Yet there it was, and 
it was from the very Word of 
God, which she, being a daughter 
of Abraham, allowed to be true.

“Come now, and let us reason 
together, saith the Lord: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow; though they 
be red like crimson, they shall be 
as wool.” Isa, 1:18. 


“Though your sins be as scar- 
let,” “though your sins be as scar- 
let’”’—She kept looking at the 
words through her tear-filled 
eyes—‘they shall be as white as 
snow.” A scarlet woman made 
white through the pardoning mer- 
cy of God. There it was, the very 
Word of God, His offer of for- 
giveness for such as she. So she 
did not go away, She was free to 
do so, for His back was toward 
her as He stooped upon the 
ground.

night. We, who are all sinners, as 
they were in Jesus’ day, are facing 
this same writing of God, It is not 
written for us on shifting sand, 
but in the book of God for all to 
read. Here in this Bible is a mes- 
sage of grace written in the crim- 
son ink of Jesus’ blood: “Though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall 
be as white as snow.” How can 
that be? Because ‘the blood of 
Jesus Christ God’s Son cleanseth 
us from all sin.’ (I John 1:7). 


I have set before you in this 
message the law and the gospel. 
The law condemns, but the gos- 
pel saves. We need to know we 
are sinners before We can see our 
need of salvation. Our response to 
God’s Word of grace now, in this 
life, decides our destiny forever. 
O man, O woman, what will God’s 
verdict be? You are being weigh- 
ed in the balances of God this 
moment. Will the verdict be, 
“Thou art found wanting” or 
“Neither do I condemn thee’? 
Will you go away impenitent, or 
will you be saved?

me give you a proof of it. 
The devils, I suppose, every one 
of them, expect in the end of time 
when the court opens, to go into 
the presence of the Judge and 
receive their sentence, and go back 
into perdition. When Christ came 
into the country of the Gergesenes 
there met Him a man’ possessed 
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devils saw Jesus they remembered 
Him. It is thought one reason why 
a rebel flag was seen at the cap- 
itol of the universe for a little 
while, was when the Father 
brought forth His son; He said, 
“Let all the angels worship Him.” 
Then legions joined in the con- 
spiracy and were hurled over the 
battlements, and have worn their 
chains ever since. Hear what 
those devils said “What have we 
to do with thee, Jesus, thou son 
of the most High?” We fallen 
angels! “Art thou come hither to 
torment us before the time,” Be- 
fore what time? What do the 
devils refer to? One single passage 
opens the whole thing and makes 
it plain to you and me: “And 
the angels which kept not their 
first estate, but left their own 
habitation, he hath reserved’— 
reserved how? “Reserved in ever- 
lasting chains under darkness unto 
the judgment of the great day.” 
So, I suppose there is not one of the 
fallen angels but what now under- 
stands that when the judgment 
opens they will go into the pre- 
sence of Him whom they refused 
to acknowledge and receive their 
sentence and go back. I must not 
dwell longer on that. 


The Saved in Heaven; the Wicked 
in Hell Before Judgment. 


Now, that question that is re- 
volving in your minds: You would 
like to whisper in my ear, “Sir, 
if what you have said is true, 
where are the dead?” Do you ask 
me where.are the righteous dead? 
They are in a_ state of sweet, 
happy, conscious rest in Heaven. 
I believe, if I should drop dead 
on this platform now, I would be 
in Heaven joining the angels in 
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with devils; and the moment those | 


their work in less than five min- 
utes. You would have to take care 
of my body, but I should not be 
here. I am not going into a coffin; 
it is only the house I live in that 
you can put into a coffin. 

What did I just read from the 
twentieth chapter of Revelation? 
“I saw the souls of them that 
were beheaded for the witness of 
Jesus.’ John, where did John see 
them? “I saw them in the midst 
of the paradise on high.” Hear 
what those souls say—‘How long, 
Lord God, dost thou not judge and 
avenge our blood on them that 
dwell on the earth?” And they 
were told that they should rest 
yet a_ little longer—how long? 
“Until your brethren shall come.” 
So, Abraham must wait until we 
all are there. He will not be judg- 
ed until all are there, yet he is in 
a state of conscious rest in the 
midst of the paradise of God. 

Do you ask where are the wick- 
ed dead? Have you carefully 
thought it out, death will not 
make a particle of change in your 
character or mine? The very 
character we have when the soul 
leaves the body, we shall have for- 
ever. The plan of redemption is 
not adapted to the condition of a 
spirit; if there is any change, it 
must be when the soul and body 
are together. Sentence is already 
pronounced, and the upper court 
only ratifies the doings of the low- 
er court. He that believeth not is 
condemned already; and death to 
a sinner will not make a particle 
of change in his character. He will 
be a sinner still, under the curse 
of God, and in a state of conscious 
condemnation. I want you to look 
at this. That thought may lay the 
foundation for further efforts to 
save souls. 


Bodies and Souls Together for 
Last Judgment 


I want to give another reason 
why the day of judgment will not 
take place until the age ends; and 
this reason is, it is contrary to 
every declaration of God’s: Word 
that the soul should be judged in 
the absence of the body. Here I 
am before you soul and body 
united. To give my body: to the 
worms and send my disembodied 
spirit up in the presence of God; 
and ten thousand years afterward 
my body joins my spirit—my spirit 
had . its sentence ten thousand 
years ago—no, they are together 
in obedience or disobedience, and 
they will be together at the judg- 
ment for final sentence. 


Good or Evil Deeds Are Not 
Finished at Death 


There is one other reason, and 
this is the principal reason I want 
to get before you why the day of 
judgment cannot take place until 
time ends; and this reason is, we 
cannot tell how much good or how 
much evil we have done. until 
time ends. Would you like to ask 
me the question, “Will I be re- 
sponsible for my influence after 
I am dead?” Most certainly you 
‘will. You just begin to do good 
or evil when you die, and go on 
doing good or evil until time ends. 
Let me illustrate: I take a hand- 
ful of pebble stones and step out 
on the shore of a smooth pond of 
water and throw out one of those 
pebbles, and where that little 
stone drops a small circle com- 
mences, and it will widen out un- 
til it strikes both shores. I drop 
in another stone and there is an- 
other circle and that widens out in 
the same way. What is true of 
that little circle, is true of every 
word you and I have spoken in 
this world, and every act of our 
whole lives; and you cannot arrest 
the circle. So, no person can tell 
how much good you have done or 
how much evil you have done until 
time ends. Let. me give another 
illustration: 

Suppose some one here had com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin; and 
generally when a person has com- 
mitted that sin, he attacks the 
Bible. Then he sees discrepancies 
in the Bible, and there is nothing 
too vile for him to say about it. 
He finally says, “I am going to 
write a book against the Bible, I 
am going to prove that the Bible 
is a farce.’ And ‘he calls to his 
aid the ablest imfidel authors he 
can find and gets up what he 
calls his argument against the 
Bible, and concludes to have it 
published in Boston. He corrects 
the proof and says to the pub- 
lisher: “I will have a thousand 
volumes of my book published. I 
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live in Maine, and as fast as it 
comes from the hands of the bind- 
er put it in the post office and 
send it through the state of 
Maine.” He pays for a thousand 
copies, in advance; he is going to 
give it away. The book will not 
be out until the first day of April; 
and the author on his way from 
Boston, on the twenty-sixth day of 
January, is killed by an accident 
on the railroad; and the book isn’t 
out yet and it won’t be out until 
the first of April. Then it will go 
like a black wave of death all 
over the state of Maine. As he 
appears in the presence of God, 
who does God hold responsible for 
the book? He says to him, “I 
hold you responsible for all the 
evil that book will do down to 
the end of time. The thousand 
copies you. have paid for will go 
all over Maine and the Atlantic 
States and the Pacific coast, and 
fifty years from now it will be 
published in Germany and in 
France.” And, fifty years after the 
death of the author, he is sinning 
on avery much broader scale 
than he ever thought of when he 
was getting up his book; and God 
holds him responsible for all the 
evil that book will do down to the 
end of time. The man could not 
see when he went to Boston and 
paid for a thousand copies of 
that book, the damage he was do- 
ing, he could not understand it, 
and he could not understand it 
when he died, and he cannot 
understand it yet. The wave is 
widening out; the black wave of 
death is extending all over the 
civilized world. 


Christian Influence And Rewards 
Also Increase After Death 

But, friends, there is a bright 
side to this picture. I thank God 
that our influence doesn’t die 
when our bodies die. Here I stand 
in this Congregational Church 
preaching a sermon the twenty- 
fifth day of January, 1891, and 
there is no process under the 
whole heavens that can arrest the 
influence of my sermon tonight. 
The sermon, in its influence, will 
live when my lips have been eaten 
by worms. You do not know how 
much good you have done today 
in Sunday school. And you that 
preached this morning—you do 
not know how much good you have 
done; we cannot tell yet. Let me 
illustrate: 

Some time ago a young lady 
said, “I will see if I cannot get 
some poor children into our Sun- 
day school.” She went down the 
lanes of a certain city, and there 
she saw a ragged boy piling up 
sand with his hands. She asked 
him if he would go to Sunday 
school. “No,” said he, “I haven’t 
any clothes.” She said, “Go with 
me, and I _ will furnish you 
clothes.” He shook off the sand 
and went with that young lady. 
She led him to Sunday school and 
taught him to read; and by and 
by God taught the little fellow 
that he was a lost sinner, and he 
was converted; after his convers- 
ion, he desired an education, and 
the way opened for him to receive 
an education; then he wanted to 
go to the heathen, and he went 
to the heathen; and assisted in 
translating this blessed Bible into 
the difficult Chinese language. 
Now, the young lady that picked 
him up is dead, and the mission- 
ary is dead; but, friends, do I go 
too far, do I say too much when 
I suggest that every day there 
goes up to Heaven a converted 
Chinaman, and on his arrival there

asks which of all the white-robed 
‘throng is the lady who picked up 
a poor littl ragged boy; and 
when she is pointed out, do you 
not believe that converted China- 
man shakes hands with a heart 
with that young lady? Do you 
not believe she is a happy Sunday 
school teacher? She could not tell 
when that boy went to China how 
much she had: done; 


through with his work how much 
she had done; and she cannot tell 
yet how much good she has done. 
It is extending. 

I would like to ask you, friends, 
if John Bunyan’s influence is all 
ended? Was John Bunyan ever do- 
ing more good than he is tonight? 
How is it with John Wesley’s in- 
fluence? Look at Albert Barnes! 
getting up at four o'clock for a 
quarter of a century nearly every 
morning and away to his study 
and writing on those notes. And 
now Albert Barnes is dead, but 
how about the notes? I am told 
that there are about two milfions 
of volumes of Barnes’ notes pub- 
lished, and they are published in 
languages that Albert Barnes 
could not read if he were here. 
He did not know when he was in 
his study those mornings at four 
o'clock how much good he was 
doing; he did not know when he 
died how much good he had done; 
and he does not know tonight how 
much good he has done. The 
judgment will let you see the re- 
sult of your labor. I would like 
to know if the influence of Scott 
and Henry Gill and Clark and a 
thousand men who have gone 
down to the grave—is all ended? 
Were they ever doing more good 
than they are now? I am preach- 
ing a sermon for all coming time; 
no process can arrest the influence 
of this sermon. 


You have somewhere near you a 
young Congregational minister; 
let me allude to him. I was hold- 
ing meetings in Manchester, with 
the churches united, when a boy 
living at Londonderry, came to 
Manchester and attended our 
meetings and gave himself to the 
Saviour, and immediately com- 
menced to tell the story of the 
Crucified. Coming to me, said he, 
“Mr. Earle, would you have any 
objection to us young converts 
having a little meeting in the ante- 
room before the other services?” 


“Certainly not.” 


Soon after this the gentleman 
with whom he was living came up 
from Londonderry and said, 
“Arthur, we want you at our 
house; come home with me.” 

“No,” said he, “I can’t go as 
long as Mr. Earle is here.” 

His mother said, ‘Arthur, your 
father is dead and we are very 
poor and that is a good home for 
you, and you can take Jesus with 
you; I would go back with the 
gentleman.” 


That satisfied him if he could 
take Jesus, and he went back. As 
soon as he got to Londonderry the 
geftlleman said, “Arthur, will you 
split a few sticks of wood in the 
yard?” And the moment his axe 
was heard, his schoolmates came 
running into the yard—he was a 
favorite among the boys—he stood 


on his woodpile with the axe in 


his hand and preached this sermon 
of which I am speaking. 


The boys said, ‘Arthur, we hear 
there isa great revival at Man- 
chester.” 


He said, “It is so; and among 
the rest I have given my heart 
to Jesus, and I wish you would 
give Him yours.”’ That is the way 
for a young convert to talk. 

The boys said, “Arthur, we wish 
we were Christians.” 

“Well,” he said, ‘now you go 
and get as many of our school- 
mates as you can, and come into 
my room tonight, and we will 
have a meeting.” He said, “I will 
do just as Mr. Earle does.” So he 
read a portion of Scripture and 
prayed; and when he had prayed 
he said, “Mr. Earle says if they 
would like to have him pray for 
them, he wishes they would let 
him know’; and about all of them 
wanted him to pray for them. 
And they kneeled down and the 
Spirit of the Lord fell upon those 


lads—and they had a wonderful 


meeting. And they said, “We will 
have another tomorrow.”

The next night a wealthy man 
living close by, said, “I believe I 
will step in and see how the boys 
manage their. meeting’; and he 
was converted; and the work 
broke out then in Londonderry. A 
merchant in Manchester, said to 


me, “I have been down and gath- | 


ered up statistics of the effects of 
that little sermon on the wood- 
pile, while that boy held his axe, 
and I have found where over three 
hundred have already united with 
the churches.” 

But that wasn’t the end. Six 
months after that I went into 
Rand & Avery’s printing office, in 
Boston, and there was this same 
boy, Arthur setting type. I asked, 
“Are you learning the printer’s 
trade ?”’ 

' “No, Mr. Earle, my father is 
dead and my mother is very poor, 
and I am trying to earn a little 
money. I want to go to the boys’ 
school and get ready for college; 
and if I can get an education, I 
want to preach the gospel of God.” 


It broke me all down. I said, 
“How many people could look 
after his bills! And here is this 
poor boy trying to get a little 
something to go to the _ boys’ 
school.” I made up my mind in 
less than two minutes, if I had 
but two meals a day, I would look 
after that boy’s bills. I let~ him 
alone for a couple of months; then 
called again, and found him still 
at work. ‘“‘Arthur,”’ I said, ‘“‘have 
you given up getting an educa- 
tion ” 

“No, sir; I have earned $50.” 
He told me that he was not,sen- 
gaged for any length of time. 


“Then,” I said, “go _ straight 
home to Manchester and have your 
mother arrange your clothes, and 
go to the boys’ school, and be as 
careful as you can of your ex- 
penses, and send your bills to me.”’ 


And although I am of a differ- 
ent denomination from him, yet I 
looked after his bills three years 
in that boys’ school, and four 
years in Dartmouth College, and 
since that he has been through 
the seminary. He called on me 
with his new wife on his way to 
the Congregational parsonage in 
Connecticut. Friends, if you ever 
hear that boy’s voice, it will be 
but the echo of my poor voice, 


I want to pause right here, and 
ask every man and woman that 
has a few dollars in the world, 
can’t you educate a boy for the 
ministry? Can’t you educate more 
than one to speak for you when 
you are sleeping in the grave? I 
am so thankful that the Lord has 
let me preach until this’day; and 
I mean to preach as long as I 
can, and let there be but a little 
space between my last sermon and 
my first song in Heaven. I am so 
glad you asked me to come here 
and join you in this work, that I 
may have a little opportunity more 
to tell the story, and then gather 
up my feet and go to my rest. 
Friends, I speak of this incident 
to show that you do not know 
how much good you have done. 
No person knows’ tonight how 
much good you have done. There 
is a little magazine of pride in 
your bosom that would ignite if 
you could see all you have done— 
it would not do. Wait, and by and 
by as God opens the book and you 
see what has been: accomplished 
through your instrumentality, you 
will have occasion to shout the 
praises of God. 


When I was at the capital of 
Nevada, I was the guest of Gover- 
nor Blaisdell. While I was in the 
governor’s parlor one day, a 
gentleman drove up that had come 
through those terrible sand roads 
for twenty-five miles. He had 
heard I was there. “Sir,” said he, 
“T have come twenty-five miles to 
know what I shall do to be saved; 
I am a lost sinner; can you tell me 
what to do?” : 

I said, “My dear sir, what has 
caused you to feel this way?” 


“Well, sir, twenty years ago I 
heard a sermon in the old country, 
in Wales, but I cared nothing a- 
bout it, I forgot the whole ser- 
mon. I have lived in sin ever since. 
I have made money but I have 
neglected my soul. And the other 
day all at once that sermon came 
to my mind, and I went to my 
neglected Bible to find the text of 


the old Welsh minister, and found

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my heart under the deepest con- 
viction of sin from a _ sermon 
preached in Wales twenty years 
ago.” It was a very easy matter 
for that man to be led to Christ. 
As soon as he had found peace 
‘he said: “My dear wife has just 
/as much need of religion as I 
have. How I wish I had brought 
her! I believe I will go back and 
get her.” And he drove twenty- 
five miles and got his wife, and 
she gave herself to Christ. And 
there were two stars for that 
Welsh minister’s crown. That 
minister did not know how much 
good he had done when he died, 
and he does not know yet. 


And, friends, you do not know 
how much good you have done. 
Speak that little word and leave 
it as leaven in a measure of meal. 
Do this little duty; it seems not 
to have accomplished much, but 
there is the leaven and it is affect- 
ing the whole measure of meal. 
Now look at the object God has 
in view in having a day of judg- 
ment—on this point I will be brief. 


The Last Judgment Will Stop 
Every Boast, Will Honor Christ 


I believe the object God has in 
view in having us all before the 
judgment seat of Christ, is a two- 
fold object. One is, to spread out 
His glory before the gaze of an 
intelligent universe. The other is, 
to give universal satisfaction. I 
believe at the judgment, you will 
not hear one murmuring word— 
not a person will say, “I have not 
had justice done.” You may say 
that in the courts of earth, but 
you will not say it up there. Every 
knee will bow and every tongue 
will confess; and it will be done 
for the glory of God, and this will 
spread out His glory before the 
gaze of the universe. 


Perhaps I can give a miniature 
view of the whole thing and leave 
it; we all believe that one of the 


| thieves crucified with our Redeem- 


er was converted after the nails 
went through his hands and feet, 
and the other died in impenitence. 
I will suppose that the converted 
thief was the ringleader, both of 
them very vile, but this one con- 
verted the viler of the two. And 
it is perfectly evident that they 
had been swearing all the fore- 
noon before the sheriff brought 
them out; and they were swear- 
ing and cursing after the nails 
were in their hands, for they both 
railed on Jesus. After awhile one 
of them stopped swearing and was 
still for a little and then began 
to pray: “Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom.” What did that old thief 
know about the kingdom of Jesus? 
“Lord, remember me when thou 
comest into thy kingdom.” On the 
other hand, the other one, the one 
I have called the younger thief, 
said, “If thou be the Christ—I 
don’t believe you are—but, if thou 
be .the Christ, save thyself and 
us”: and the old thief rebuked him 
for it: “Dost thou not fear God, 
seeing thou art in the same con- 
demnation? And we, indeed, just- 
ly, but this man Jesus hath done 
nothing amiss.” 


Then follows that prayer, ‘Lord, 
remember me when thou comest 
into thy kingdom.” Jesus said, 
“This day thou shalt be with me 
in paradise.” Now, suppose you go 
to that younger thief and ask 
him, “Did you know your brother 
thief had gone to Heaven?” 


“Gone to Heaven! That old 
wretch! the worst man I ever 
knew on earth! I have seen him 
cut up a human being alive when 
my blood chilled; and I know that 
he with me was swearing all the 
forenoon in the jail before we 
came out, I know that both of us 
were swearing after the nails were 
in our hands; and do you say that 
old sinner has gone to Heaven?”’ 

“He has, sir, he has.” Now, how 


— 


will that younger thief be satis- 
fied? 

God has made arrangements to 
bring them both btfore the judg- 
ment seat, one of them in his 
White robe and the other in his 
blood; and the one in his white 
robe was the ringleader, the 
worse of the two. And there the 
books are opened in the presence 
of assembled worlds. They are 
both shown that they committed 
murder and sedition. Both of them 
‘acknowledge there that they de- 
serve perdition forever. Then the 
plan of redemption is presented. 
God says, “I provided a Saviour 
for both of you, and one of you” 
—and that one the worse of the 


jected.” 


“Ah!” says the unconverted 
thief, “I see, I see! O, I see, I 
see! I never understood it until 
now, I see that I am not going 
to perdition because I am worse 
than my brother thief. I see clear- 
ly here that he does not go to 
Heaven because he is better than 
I am. I see that God had but one 
Way by which He could save eith- 
er of us; my brother thief, the 
worst man I ever knew, accepted 
of that one way, and I rejected 
it. I see, in the light of the judg- 
ment, that God Himself can ren- 
der me no assistance. The only 
way by which I could have been 
saved, I did reject; and my broth- 
er thief, a great deal worse than 
I am, blood red with crimes, ac- 
cepted a finished salvation, and 
is walking the golden streets.” 

And, as the old thief, converted 
in the last hour, steps upon the 
gold-paved streets—‘‘O!” he says, 
‘a sinner like me up here! What 
have I done? I merit a thousand 
hells. How did I come here? I ac- 
cepted of a finished atonement.” 


My dear brethren in the minis- 
try, that is the gospel I have been 
preaching all these years—a fin- 
ished atonement. You won't go to 
Heaven because you are so good, 
or go to perdition because you are 
so bad. Friends, if you walk the 
golden streets, you will walk there 
because you accepted of a fin- 
ished atonement through Jesus, 
and no merit of your own in it; 
and if you sink to perdition, it 
will be because you refused to ac- 
cept: of Christ’s great salvation. 
This will give universal satisfac- 
tion, this will spread out the glory 
of God. I do not know whom I am 
addressing, but, dear friends, if 
you are lost it will not be be- 
cause you are the worst person in 
the world; and if you are saved, 
it will not be because you are the 
best person; it will be because

saved. It is not some good thing 


you have done; and it is not

Cause you would not accept of 
Christ crucified. O, that the Di- 
vine Spirit may attend the Word! 
And that it may be seen in future 
days that our meeting tonight laid, 
at least, the foundation for you 
to see why you need to accept a 
finished salvation, May the Spirit 
of God fall on us; and tomorrow, 
and tomorrow night, may we see 
the salvation of God in a manner 
that will do our hearts good.

THIS INTERESTING BOOK contains an intro- 
duction. by Vaughn Shoemaker, chief car- 
toonist of the Chicago Daily News, a two 
time Pulitzer prize winner and an. active 
soul-winner. ‘‘Shoes”’ says: 


“Newspaper polls have proved that the 
editorial cartoon is read by more people 
than any other feature in the paper in- 
cluding the headline. Everyone will concede 
that the cartoon is a powerful medium. 
Why not use this power to reach lost 
souls for Christ? 


“The late Dr. E. J. Pace, who drew car- 
toons for The Sunday School Times, was 
the great dean of Christian cartoonists, and 
there are few Christians today who have 
not been blessed by the ministry of his 
masterful pen.
